Commodore Vanderbilt lia- never been ; 
popular with the masses iu New York, if pop 
ular w ith aubody, and the eight hundred thou- 
sand dollar bronze recently erected in bis j 
honor has by no means added to his popular- j 
itv. The following extract from a commu- 
nication in the New York Star shows why the : 
Commodore stands so low in popular opinion: 
“You and the public will no doubt recall to ' 
mind the course of Vanderbilt when running ( 
bis Uhc of California steamers, and his oppres- 
sion of the employes thereon during the years ] 
1801 and 1862. During that time the wages j 
for seaman out of the port was $20 per month; 
for firemen, from $25 to $30, and for coal 
passjs, $ 20 . This money king, Vanderbilt, 
and bis enotmons wealth, was the first one 
to cut down the wages, which he reduced 
for sailors to $15 per rnontn; firemen, $18 aud 
$ 20 ; and for the poor wretches who passed 
coal, $15 per month. The steamers run to the 
sickly Isthmus of Panama, and hundreds of 
those who were employed on board of them 
during the years mentioned fell into a decline, 
ending only with death, caused by the terrible 
effects ol the Chagres fever. Twelve dollars 
a month for hard labor in the stifling bolds of 
his steam palaces was all this millionaire 
would pay to the poor coal passer, when 
other liberal, though poorer, merchants wil- 
lingly paid the going rates. He has always 
been the tyrannical oppressor of the laboring 
classes, by carrying out a system styled by 
him, “breaking down monopolies.” Did he 
ever consider the breaking down of the poor 
sailor, fireman and coal-passer, and the miser- 
able existence afforded their families, who 
were forced to exist upon the pittance he 
paid their protectors?
